The appeal againat that decision waa argued 
before the throe Judgea, by the Solicitor, 
lienors!, Mr. Dounellv. and Mr. Cordon, for 
Lhc plaintiff, *nd by Mr. F<™ter. Mr. Win- 
deyer, Mr. llroudhural, and Mr. Lowe, for tht' 
defendant! i and the Court then took lime to 
conaider. We have tines conferred together, 
and fully considered iho mallet ; and our Judi; 
ment not being unanimoua, it ia now nrcrwry 
for ut to deliver our opinion* teparuuiy. 

In the view which I take of the 
lutMtion, it it not mnteritd to de- 
termine whether a demurrer miiiht or not 
have been aiutaiiied, to a portion of the Bill ; 
that ia tu say, lo so much of it a* aeek* a *tsy 
uf pneeedlng* in the other sail*, and * dirvc- 
liun reapecting the coal* in thftn. Neither do 

1 think it necessary to exptew any opinion, tu 
to the pouibiUty of »uin g on Iho llonil at law, 
whether any aocounta be taken or not.
